SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The feature on the laser disc, Daughter of Darkness II, contains portrayals of violence, 
sexual violence and sexual activity. These occur within the context of a convoluted 
plot, with a main theme of murder. The drama is best described as a romantic 
tragedy. The presentations of violence and sexual violence are occasionally intense. 
The scenes of sex are fairly graphic, with a particular focus on the females' breast 
nudity. In addition, there is one scene in which a woman is portrayed inducing an 
abortion. This scene is very strong. The portrayal focuses on the woman's pain and 
the traumatic situation under which she carries this out. Given the level of intensity 
raised in these portrayals it is considered that the general availability of the publication 
is likely to be injurious to the public good. Restriction to an audience 18 years and 
over is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law to avoid such injury being 
caused. This classification is therefore justified in overriding the rights and freedoms 
outlined in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
